A VITAL lifeline to elderly 
people around Oswestry is in 
danger of folding, volunteers 
have revealed. 

The Oswestry Contact the 
Elderly group takes older 
people to regular afternoon 
teas - with the occasion 
often being the only social 
activity many of the mem¬ 
bers enjoy from one month 
to the next. 

But volunteers say unless 
more drivers are found to 
bring the elderly people to 
the teas it will be ‘just a mat¬ 
ter of time’ before the serv¬ 
ice has to be closed down. 

The group says it is in 
urgent need of help with the 
driving, as some of the driv¬ 
ers have had to retire. 

Group volunteer co-ordi- 
nator Hannah Guntrip said 
the organisation had been 
going for three years and 
helps people in Oswestry, St 
Martins and Gobowen. 

Mrs Guntrip said: “The 
group meets once a month 
on a Sunday afternoon. 

“Volunteer drivers each 
pick up one or two elderly 
people and go along with 
them to a volunteer host’s 
home where they all enjoy 
afternoon tea and a good 
chat. It would be such a 
shame to close, as the out¬ 
ings make such a difference 
to the elderly guests. It is 
just a matter of time before 
we close if we can’t find more 
volunteers because we can’t 
carry on as we are.”

GOLF CLUB CLOSES 
AS BUYER BID FAILS 


CHIRK Golf Club has closed after administrators failed to find a buyer 
for the troubled business. 


The club had been put up for sale after Birmingham-based insolvency specialist Begbies 
Traynor was appointed in August to run Myddleton Leisure Limited, the operating com¬ 
pany. 

The club went on sale with immediate effect, with its owner Guy Myddleton, also the 
:ompany’s sole director, working with the administrators to find buyers. 

The club hit trouble after the heavy rain this summer saw a drop in the number of users 
on the course. 

Mr Myddleton, who built the 18-hole course in 1992, said at the time: “It has been a very 
difficult decision. Trading conditions for Chirk Golf Club had been made more difficult this 
year by the terrible summer weather, which has affected the number of visiting golfers.” 

The golf club employed seven staff and 
had a membership of nearly 300. It is under- 
' stood that the staff were informed of the 
decision to close on Monday with all roles 
being made redundant. 

The club is on the market offering an 
opportunity to acquire an established golf 
club business and its assets, two golf courses 
and clubhouse - all set within a perimeter of 
160 acres of its own land. 

The club comprises an 18 hole champi¬ 
onship course, a nine hole academy course 
and is situated in 200 acres of ground. It was 
opened in 1992 and offered membership as 
well as daily green fees.

CCTV system 
saved for a 
further year 


OSWESTRY’S CCTV cameras have been 
saved for the coming 12 months. 

There had been worries over the future 
funding of the cameras that have been oper¬ 
ating in the town centre for a decade. 

But while the long-term future of the 
scheme is still being debated, Kate Garner, 
Shropshire Council’s community action 
manager, has announced that in the short¬ 
term they will continue to run. 

Speaking to a meeting of the Oswestry 
local joint committee this week, Miss Gar¬ 
ner said the cameras would be operating 
and monitored for at least the coming 12 
months. 

“We have been able to secure funding for 
the next year,” she said. “This will give us 
time to have more discussions about its 
future.” 

The project was twice turned down for 
Home Office funding. But eventually the 
closed-circuit television cameras were 
installed with £112,000 funding from 
Oswestry Town Council to pay for the first 
11 cameras in 2001. A year later more cam¬ 
eras were installed in Gobowen. 

The cameras are monitored by volunteers 
in a control room within Oswestry’s police 
station. Recently the scheme was recog¬ 
nised as the most successful volunteer run 
CCTV project in Britain. 


The administrators have been operating 
the business of Chirk Marina while a buyer 
for Myddleton Leisure is sought. However, 
the marina, which is owned privately by Mr 
Myddleton, is not up for sale. 

Chirk Golf Club has faced competition 
from a growing number of courses in the 
region with Llangollen, Henlle, Mile End, 
Oswestry, Wrexham, Moss Valley and Clays 
all within a 20 mile radius. 

Richard Dixon, chief executive of the 
Welsh Golfing Union, said he had been 
informed of the closure. “It is very bad news 
and a combined reflection on the economy, 
the wet weather and the fact that so many 
people have been watching major sporting 
events such as the Olympics on TV(” he said. 

Chirk Councillor Terry Evans said the 
news was a blow to the town. “A lot of hard 
work has gone into building up the golf club 
over the years and I really hope that a buyer 
can still be found. This is bad news for the 
Chirk economy.” He said his daughter 
Stephanie had learned to play golf at the 
club before going on to play internationally 
with Wales and Great Britain. 

No-one from the administrators was 
available for comment at the time of going 
to press but a statement on the club’s web¬ 
site said “Chirk Golf Club ceased trading 
with effect from close of business on Sunday 
30th September, 2012.”

New lease of 
life on cards 
for sports site 

A RUN-down sports pavilion in Oswestry 
could get a new lease of life. 

The Gatacre playing fields are used regu¬ 
larly for sports, but its pavilion is in dire 
need of being replaced after falling victim to 
fire and break-ins over many years. 

Now a scheme is being investigated which 
could not only give better sports facilities to 
the community but could be used by visitors 
to the nearby Oswestry hill fort. 

Oswestry Town Council is bidding for 
grants to carry out a feasibility study and 
consultation over changes to the playing 
fields in the north of the town. 

The local joint committee, which includes 
both Shropshire Council and town council 
members, has recommended a grant of 
£10,000 for the study, which would look at 
building a new pavilion. 


Jamie Bryant, from Serco, said: “The 
infrastructure for the cafe was built into the 
premises and we are now putting that into 
use. The cafe should open in a couple of 
weeks.” 

He said that £125,000 had been spent on 
the centre in a four-week refurbishment. 

“We had a wonderful new building but the 
fitness suite seemed a little dated. We took 
out the 45 pieces of equipment and have 
recycled those around the county’s other 
leisure and sports centre. 

“We have extended the suite and set up 
specific areas such as a ladies’ section and a 
performance section. 

“There has been a huge increase in inter¬ 
esting sport thanks to the Olympics and Par¬ 
alympics and we hope to be able to maintain 
that interest by looking at the programme 
we have to offer within the leisure centre.” 

He said providing opportunities for young 
people was one priority. 

“We are looking at running pool discos on 
Friday nights. This has proved very success¬ 
ful in other areas in which we work in pro¬ 
viding something for young people and in 
decreasing anti-social behaviour and we 
hope it will be successful in Oswestry.” 

Mr Bryant said the centre had just opened 
up 125 learn-to-swim places for children. 

“We had a waiting list of 110 children and 
have managed to make these new places 
available with no effect on public swim¬ 
ming.”

AN ENTIRE wing of Chirk Castle 
was opened to the public for the 
first time last weekend in a cele¬ 
bration of a forgotten period in 
Welsh history 

The grand opening of Chirk Castle’s East 
Wing marked the culmination of a two year, 
£200,000 project to mark the impact Lord 
Howard de Walden had on Chirk Castle and 
Wales between the wars, and included a 
medieval pageant complete with displays of 
falconry, archery, men at arms fighting with

swords, pike drill and a roving court jester. 

Recognised as the last great patron of the 
Welsh arts for his formidable support of 
Welsh cultural institutions like the national 
eisteddfod and a number of leading Welsh 
artists and writers, Lord Howard de 
Walden’s life and work has not been fully 
celebrated until now. 

To reflect his pivotal role in Welsh history, 
the East Wing has been revamped to give 
visitors a taste of the eighth Lord Howard de 


Walden’s life in the medieval castle. Carolyn 
Latham, from the National Trust-owned 
attraction said: “The sumptuous bow draw¬ 
ing room has been redisplayed to match the 
picture Sir John Lavery painted of Howard 
de Walden’s family relaxing in the room in 
1929. 

“We have also been able to get hold of 
many of the treasures the family had on 
show here during their time in the castle, 
including a rare suit of armour, Welsh mili¬ 
tary dagger and paintings by renowned 
Welsh painter Augustus John. Much of this 


private collection has never been seen by the 
public before.” 

Augustus John was not the only famous 
name of the day to be associated with Lord 
Howard de Walden, or Tommy as he was 
known. The visitors’ book shows Tommy 
regularly entertained the cream of Euro¬ 
pean royalty as well as the likes of Rudyard 
Kipling and George Bernard Shaw. 

Tommy competed in the 1908 Olympics, 
established the Welsh National Theatre, 
learned to speak Welsh, edited Burke’s Peer¬ 
age and wrote libretti for operas.

Hundreds pack into pylons 
meeting to hear NIP speak

MORE than 300 people packed 
into the biggest public meeting 
yet staged in Shropshire to fight 
controversial plans for a 30-mile 
power line across the region. 

And newly-promoted Environment Secre¬ 
tary Owen Paterson told campaigners they 
could win the battle in Shropshire by win¬ 
ning the fight against windfarms in Mid 
Wales. 

The meeting in Oswestry, called by Shrop¬ 
shire Council leader Keith Barrow and 
attended by MPs and councillors from 
throughout the region, was told support was 
growing all the time against the National 
Grid plans. 

The power giant wants the 400,000-volt 
line to run from a new sub-station at Cefn 
Coch, near Llanfair Caereinion, to Lower 
Frankton, near Oswestry. It would transfer 
power from Mid Wales windfarms to the 
national electricity network in Shropshire. 

It will announce next year which parts of 
the power line will be buried underground 
and which will be carried overhead on 
pylons. 

But Mr Paterson, MP for north Shrop¬ 
shire, told the meeting National Grid would 
not build the power line if the windfarms did 
not go ahead. 

He said: “There will be no case to do 
preparatory work, let alone build the line, 
until the source is decided. I have had it from

National Grid they won’t invest in power 
lines if there is no source of power.” 

He encouraged the public to take part in 
government consultation on renewable 
energy and on the economic effect of proj¬ 
ects such power lines on rural areas. 


Councillor Barrow agreed that prevent¬ 
ing the building of windfarms in Mid Wales 
was the key to beating the power line, but it 
was also important to cut subsidies paid to 
windfarm companies. 

He said: “I see the pylons as the condition, 


not the disease. The disease is the wind- 
farms in Mid Wales.” 

Montgomeryshire MP Mr Glyn Davies 
threatened to lie in front of diggers should 
the power line get the go-ahead. 

He said: “I have lived in Mid Wales all my 


life, I love the place, and I am not going to let 
them desecrate it.” 

The meeting heard about the effect of the 
pylon plans on residents. Martin Jones from 
Osbaston said his life was ‘on hold’ as he 
struggled to sell his house.

It’s mixed fortunes for many in the jobs market 


WHY would you want to be the Prime Min¬ 
ister? That’s a question I often find myself 
asking. 

And it’s probably a question that David 
Cameron is asking himself today following 
the latest political disaster over the West 
Coast Rail franchise. 

Three weeks ago Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin’s appeared before the 
Commons Transport Select Committee, 
assuring it that ‘due diligence’ had been 
carried out it awarding the contract. Now it 
has emerged he couldn’t have been further 
from the truth. 

Now £40 million will have to be reim¬ 
bursed to the companies who put in bids by 
the Department of Transport - that’s our 
money by the way - leaving Mr Cameron 
and his team with shiny red faces and Vir¬ 
gin’s Richard Branson saying ‘I told you 
so’. 

The Government and senior civil ser¬ 
vants are right in the firing line on this one 



with the figures not adding up and the word 
‘incompetence’ is echoing along the corri¬ 
dors of power. 

This latest political disaster is enough to 
make any Government leader ask himself if 
it’s all worthwhile. Wasn’t life easy as a 
back bencher Mr Cameron? 

IT’S HATS off this week to one of the 
area’s biggest employers Wynnstay Group 
after the company was named Powys busi¬ 
ness of the year. 

The business, which is based in the vil¬ 


lage of Llansantffraid, received the overall 
accolade, together with the growth award, 
at the 2012 Powys Business Awards cere¬ 
mony attended by 31 other finalists. 

Wynnstay manufacture and supply a 
wide range of agricultural inputs to farmers 
and the rural community in Wales, the Mid¬ 
lands, the North West and Yorkshire. 

Recently the company lodged half year 
results for the first six months of the year 
with revenues up 18 per cent to £193.67 mil¬ 
lion and operating profit up 14 per cent to 
£4.75 million. Profits before tax were up by 
14 per cent to £4.52 million.

TENANTS OR SQUATTERS? 

Q: I have tenants living in one of my properties, they are refusing to move and their lease has expired. I have seen an article in a newspaper recently 
saying that squatting is now a criminal offence - can I ask the police to remove them? 

Q: No. The new legislation brought into force by s144 of the Legal Aid, Sentencing and Punishment of Offenders Act 2012 makes squatting in residential 
properties a criminal offence as of 1 September 2012 (even if those persons were squatting before that date). 

Before si 44 was brought into force, if a displaced occupier (such as a homeowner or tenant who had been away on holiday) found a trespasser in their 
home, they could call the police, who had the power to arrest the trespasser pursuant to section 7 of the Criminal Law Act 1997. 

However, the 1997 Act did not extend to unoccupied premises because there was no displaced occupier. This meant that, provided that they did not 
damage the property whilst gaining entrance, squatters could enter an empty property without committing a criminal offence. SI 44 is therefore designed 
to protect owners of empty properties who were previously not protected. 

S144 applies if:- 

• the person is in a residential building as a trespasser having entered it as a trespasser, 

• the person knows or ought to know that he or she is a trespasser, and 

• the person is living in the building or intends to live there for any period. 

The provisions do not include tenants who have stayed on past the expiry of their tenancy or lease or tenants who 
are in arrears of rent, nor do they apply to commercial properties. 

If you are experiencing difficulties with problem tenants, seek professional legal advice as soon as possible.

Brothers are spared jail

Councillor John Corfield, chairman of the 
services and property committee, said: “The 
need for the works is apparent and we were 
expecting some extra works but not to this 
extent. The town clerk did point out shad¬ 
owing between the stones to the council but 
no one could tell if this was a problem or 
whether the stones were just uneven.” 

Funding of the works is by the European 
Built Heritage Fund and the Burgesses 
Land Trust, which was set up in 1761 with 
its main objective being to maintain the 
councils’ edifices or buildings.

A MEETING which saw councillors in Mid 
Wales object to three wind farm applica¬ 
tions is available to watch online after a live 
feed showing the event crashed.

Unfortunately due to tech¬ 
nical difficulties beyond our control live cov¬ 
erage was lost for a short period but the full 
debate will be available on the council’s 
website shortly.”

The new services comprise of weekly recy¬ 
cling collections and a fortnightly rubbish 
collection, and a calendar highlighting the 
different weeks will also be delivered, along 
with a comprehensive recycling guide. 

Steve Holdaway, for Powys County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “We are trying to make it as easy as 
possible for residents to recycle as much as 
they can. We are committed to reach our 52 
per cent recycling target during 2012/13. It 
currently costs us around £130 per tonne to 
tip rubbish into landfill. 

“The containers have worked well else¬ 
where in the county and I’m sure these res¬ 
idents will give them a try and find 
themselves recycling much more.”

Firm on the move 


A TOURIST information centre in Oswestry has welcomed news of a 
large grant being offered to share with bed and breakfast businesses 
in and around Oswestry. 

Shropshire Council has agreed to give £115,000 from its Market Towns Revitalisation 
Programme to accommodations in the town and the surrounding areas. 

This will be split into two with £75,000 from the MTRP offered to town B&Bs and 
£40,000 to B&Bs in the surrounding area, which is being jointly funded by the Oswestry 
MTRP and the Rural Challenge Fund. The money is being offered to people who want to 

start up a bed and breakfast business or 
existing ones to improve facilities and add 
extra bedrooms. 

Honour Whitmore, from Mile End 
Tourist Information Centre, said there was 
a need for more B&Bs in the town. 

“It is an excellent initiative,” she said. 
“Especially if it gets people thinking about 
starting one. It can be daunting when peo¬ 
ple discover the cost involved in it. It is good 
there is some help, and it is not only finan¬ 
cial help but aid and advice. It gives them 
the confidence to do it.” 

She said there were some good B&Bs 
around the town but it would always be good 
to have more in the area. 

“There are really not enough B&Bs in the 
town. There are some good ones round the 
outside but the level of them over the last 25 
years I would say, has passed its peak.” 

She added that there were people coming 
into the tourist information centre on the 
A5 roundabout ‘on a regular basis’ enquir¬ 
ing on how to start up a B&B so she wel¬ 
comed the unitary authority’s decision to 
offer the cash. 

The money will be used as a grant scheme 
where people can bid for capital to spend on 
creating more bedrooms, making structural 
alterations to improve access, installing 
lifts, en-suite facilities and providing wi-fi 
and broadband.

Ex-recycling centre in line 
to become travellers' site

OSWESTRY’S former waste recycling centre could soon have a new 
lease of life - as a home for travelling showpeople. 

As well as providing a permanent home for the showpeople, the move will also help 
Shropshire Council address a shortage of pitches for gipsies and travellers in the county. 

A planning application by Shropshire Council would, if approved, allow a family of show- 
people to have a permanent home where they could base their five caravans and trailers. 

The application to regenerate the former recycling centre at Glovers Meadow on Maes- 
bury Road is part of a project by Shropshire Council to develop gipsy and traveller pitches 

at three council owned sites in the county. 

A statement in support of the bid said: “As 
a result of the gipsy and traveller accommo¬ 
dation assessment conducted nationally 
from 2008, a shortfall in the number of 
pitches was identified in certain locations 
within the county. 

“The council has a duty to provide allo¬ 
cated land to meet these needs county wide. 

“Land at Glovers Meadow has been iden¬ 
tified and promoted as a suitable site for 
longer term accommodation for travelling 
showpeople, their caravans and trailers, 
and application is now being made for a 
change of use of the former waste and recy¬ 
cling centre for this purpose. 

“Shropshire Council has submitted an 
application to Homes and Communities 
Agency through the Affordable Homes Pro¬ 
gramme for funding towards development 
of additional pitches at three existing sites 
in the county, including this site . 

“The application proposes the change of 
use of land to provide a residential site for a 
local family of travelling showpeople, cur¬ 
rently on a temporary site in Oswestry. 

“It is proposed a maximum of five static 
caravans/trailers and additional touring 
vans will be stationed on the site, and traffic 
movements will be limited to domestic 
travel, with movement of the trailers to 
travel to local shows on an occasional basis. ” 
Planners hope to determine the applica¬ 
tion by November 15.

Parking fears of disabled drivers 


OSWESTRY’S disabled drivers fear 
that all on-street parking could be 
removed in the town. 

Oswestry Town Council has backed 
Shropshire Council plans to bring in a 
no loading restriction in Smithfield 
Road, which will prevent anyone, 
including disabled drivers, parking on 
the town centre road. 

Angela Bright, chairwoman of 
Oswestry Access Group, said the deci¬ 
sion would discourage blue badge hold¬ 
ers from visiting Oswestry. 


She said: “It just seems to me that 
they want to get rid of all on-street 
parking in Oswestry. 

“I think in the long run this will be 
the wrong decision. 

“You want to make the town as 
accessible as you can to blue badge 
holders to encourage them to come. 

“You want to make parking easier for 
everyone. If you go to Wrexham you 
find the parking is very easy. 

“I think this is the wrong decision. 
You want to encourage everyone to 


come into Oswestry and that includes 
making parking easy for everyone. 

“There are so many shops closing in 
Oswestry it has become a real worry. 
This decision will not help the situa¬ 
tion.” 

Shropshire Council is considering a 
no loading restriction from Monday to 
Saturday, 10am to 4pm on the street, 
which runs alongside Marks and 
Spencer. Oswestry Town Council say 
they would prefer to see the restriction 
from 8.30am until 6.30pm.

“We have also come along 
to the PACT meeting to talk 
to anybody with concerns 
and give out leaflets about 
fly tipping and rubbish.” 

He said firefighters had 
also taken part in face to 
face conversations with peo¬ 
ple in the areas of Oswestry 
affected to reassure and 
offer advice. 

“We are part of the risk 
reduction team that works 
across the county.

He said: “I fear for the 
present and I am really fear¬ 
ful for the future. “We will 
have to see what real impact 
this has,” he said.

Sessions will include how to transfer pho¬ 
tos, as well as making basic alterations to 
images.

The idea of the memorial is for educa¬ 
tional purposes. In two years time, in 2014, 
it will be 100 years since the start of the 
Great War and 100 years of Wilfred Owen. 
Volunteers at the museum say 2014 is a very 
important year. 

Mr Hignett added the memorial would be 
made of slate.

Mr Lewis told fellow coun¬ 
cillors he had raised his con¬ 
cerns with Powys County 
Council schools chief Coun¬ 
cillor Myfanwy Alexander 
and she had promised to look 
into the issue.

A SURPRISE £25,000 wind¬ 
fall and a donation of eight 
tablet computers means 
youngsters at a hospice near 
Oswestry can keep in closer 
contact with their families. 

Fundraisers at Hope 
House Children’s Hospice, 
in Morda, are celebrating 
after receiving the cash from 
banking giants Santander, 
which also donated hi-tech 
computers.

Some important facts in 
badger cull controversy 



BADGERS, cattle and bovine tuberculosis 
(bTB). It’s an issue that has done the rounds in 
the press not just recently, but for the best 
part of the last 50 years. 

It’s a topic that brings heated debate between farmers and 
conservationists, and it seems to me that if one is to look into 
the issue, one must know the facts. And when it comes to the 
biology of a disease and the natural history of British wildlife, 
the facts need to be in the form of scientific evidence. 

I have, to the best of my ability, researched the topic from 
both sides. I’d like my first point to be that bTB is a hideous 
and horrific disease. I realise that it wrecks the lives of cattle 
and farmers and any other organism inflicted with it. It is 
clear that bTB is the enemy here and let’s not forget it. 

So, do badgers transmit bTB? Yes. Are Badgers solely 
responsible for this vile disease? No. Badgers are one of many 
British mammal species capable of carrying bTB and the vast 
majority of badgers are free from the disease. In that case, can 
infected badgers be culled only? No, because it is very difficult 
to tell from purely observational evidence, if a badger has the 
disease or not. 

In that case, how about using culling as an effective way of 
exterminating the disease in a sett? No, because firstly badg¬ 
ers do not easily transmit bTB between each other, so just 
because one member of the sett (who will often remain 
largely underground) has the illness, does not mean others 
do. And secondly, a cull can only be carried out by shooting 
badgers individually, outside the sett. This is clearly an indis¬ 
criminate method. 

So far, no good. OK, are there any similar studies we can 
look at as to the effectiveness of culling badgers? Yes and they 
all show a strong correlation in their results. On the Isle of 
Man there aren’t any badgers. However the cattle there do

get bTB. In Northern Ireland they haven’t culled badgers and 
yet it has seen a fall in the infection of bTB in cattle. In the 
Republic of Ireland, where culling has taken place, there has 
been an increase in bTB. 

What does this suggest? Well, one of the reasons cases of 
bTB have fallen in Northern Ireland, is because there has 
been a tightening in controls on the movement of cattle and 
tougher testing put in place. Badgers certainly do not come 
into the equation. According to some authorities, these same 
controls and regulations here in England, have become 
lenient in recent years. Could stricter tests be one of the 
answers? It would certainly help. 

Indeed it seems ‘answers’ plural, is the way forward. I 
mean, hypothetically-speaking, would eradicating every 


badger in the British Isles result in no bTB? No, we’d still 
have it. Therefore why drive a wedge between farmers and 
conservationists? This does not need to be a moral argument. 
I’ve used no moral reasoning here, it’s plain and simple. Both 
sides can win. How? A vaccine for badgers and a vaccine for 
cattle. I am happy to announce that the Shropshire Wildlife 
Trust, with the co-operation of local landowners, have started 
vaccinating our badgers. 

It’s a subject I will return to in the near future but for now, 
I for one, am privileged to call this exemplary county of dairy 
fields and badger setts, my home.

How cup was 
won in court

WHOEVER devised the Oswestry Hospital Charity Football Cup could 
not have imagined that one of the most tense and important encoun¬ 
ters was destined to be played out in a court of law. 

This week we are turning back the clock to a century ago and a dispute which blew up 
between Mr Francis Boughey, of The Derwen, Gobowen, who was the president of the 
Oswestry Hospital Charity Cup competition, and one Mr William Wells, the licensee of the 
Greyhound Inn, St Martins. It seems that Mr Wells had, in effect, taken the trophy hostage 
because of an unpaid bill. Mr Boughey wanted it back and sued him for its return, or alter¬ 
natively for its value, which was put at £5. 

The battle came to a head at Oswestry 
County Court on September 19, 1912. 

Having won the trophy, St Martins Foot¬ 
ball Club had celebrated with a dinner at the 
Greyhound, attended by 45 people. But the 
bill due to Mr Wells, the sum of £5 and two 
shillings, went unpaid by club officials. It 
turned out that although the diners had all 
paid up, the person who was supposed to 
hand the money to Mr Wells, one Peter Evi- 
son, had instead bolted with it. 

So Mr Wells grabbed two cups which the 
club had won and were on view at the din¬ 
ner. One was the Oswestry Hospital Charity 
Cup, which was held by St Martins FC 
under an agreement signed by three guar¬ 
antors for its safe custody. 

The judge decided that this trio - Evison, 
George Leston Phillips, and Thomas 
Edwards, all of St Martins - should join Mr 
Wells as defendants. 

The case turned on whether Mr Wells had 
the right to hold on to the cup in default of 
payment when the cup did not in fact belong 
to the winning St Martins club. 

The judge ruled that the innkeeper did 
have “right of lien” - in other words, was 
within his rights to confiscate the trophy - 
and gave judgment for Mr Wells with costs. 
However, he also made an order that the cup 
should be returned once the bill was paid. 
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Part of the original report.

Suzuki’s motorbike image is a thing of the 



distant past now and the company produces a 
competitive range from the Splash right 
through to Grand Vitara. 

Swift Sport is at home on all kinds of roads 
thanks to solid holding, tight body control 
and accurate steering. It’s well equipped and 


fits perfectly with the need of the young 
sporty driver. 

Improvements mean cost of ownership is 
lower than Swift’s previous souped-up models 
with better emission levels and a less thirsty 
fuel tank - a 10 per cent reduction. 

Insurance costs are also down too - dropping 
from group 23 to 19 thanks to a lighter body 
which helps promote safety. 

Included as standard is ESP; seven airbags, 
including curtain and a driver’s knee airbag 
and body pillars incorporating shock-absorbing 
materials that soften any contact with occu¬ 
pants’ heads. 

Competitors 

HID Projector headlamps for both low 
and high beam are also fitted as standard

its direct competitors. 

The package also includes air condi¬ 
tioning, cruise control, Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity and USB port, rear privacy glass, 
17-inch alloy wheels - as well as metallic 
paint finish.

The revised 1.6-litre 136hp engine 
offers improved torque together with 10 
per cent lower combined fuel consumption 
of 44.1mpg and there’s 0-62mph in an 
impressive 8.7 seconds. 

Being lighter than opposition hatches 
helps the Swift Sport perform competi¬ 
tively despite only outputting 136bhp - 
low by hot-hatch standards - but there’s 
no denying the impressive results. 

The Sport is comfortable with plenty of 
leg room though I’d be pleased not to have 
to travel too far as a back-seat passenger. 
Boot space is not good either and the golf 
club test was a non-starter. 

Handling is surprisingly good, particu¬ 
larly when asking for that bit extra in the 
mountains of North Wales with no body 
lean to report and stiff steering encourag¬ 
ing you to the limit. 

The cabin is typically Suzuki and is 
functional rather than spectacular with 
clearly marked controls and stylish stitch¬ 
ing on steering wheel and gear stick. 

Swift Sport models are covered by a 
three-year/60,000-mile new vehicle war¬ 
ranty and by Suzuki Assistance, providing 
24-hour UK and European roadside help 
as well as a 12-year perforation warranty. 

Service intervals are every 9,000 miles. 

Suzuki are now genuine players and the 
Swift Sport will appeal to a young audi¬ 
ence with a limited budget - and there are 
a lot out there who fit that image.

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Nissan designs a 
GT-R dream racer 



Once it was bedroom posters - now 
you can tell from its appearance in 
a plethora of computer games that 
Nissan’s GT-R is a true motoring 
icon. 

As one of the fastest road-legal cars in the 
world (with aggressively sporting good looks to go 
with it), it’s a young boy’s dream. And an old 
boy’s, come to that. 

Its 3.8-litre, twin turbocharged engine acceler¬ 
ates from a standstill to 60mph in a push-you- 
back-in-the-seat 2.8 seconds and on to a maximum 
of 196mph. 


The 3.8-litre engine puts the GTR into 
supercar territory 


And its electronically-controlled four wheel 
rive system, sports suspension and aerodynamics 
give it a level of grip to make a limpet jealous. 

That sort of performance puts it well into 
supercar territory, yet at £74,480 its price isn’t. 
For another £10,000 you could add the track pack 
(uprated suspension and cooling) and have an ‘off 
the peg’ race car. 

Apart from some styling and technological 
tweaks, the latest GT-R (the direct descendant of 
the legendary Skyline) has 550PS of power, up 
20PS from its predecessor. And to prove its real- 
life credentials, it lapped the Nurburgring in 
seven minutes and 27.22 seconds - beating two 
flagship rivals, the Porsche Carrera GT and the 
Ferrari Enzo. 

The latest GT-R’s body is stronger and stiffer, 
for improved handling. An example of the engi¬ 
neers’ attention to detail is the asymmetric sus¬ 
pension: it’s just a little stiffer on the right hand 
side to take account of the driver’s weight. 

A perhaps surprising facet of the Nissan is that 
it isn’t a stripped-out track machine: it’s a full 
four-seater with a decent-sized boot. And it’s a 
gadget guru’s dream, with everything from Sat- 
Nav to a race car’s performance monitoring sys¬ 
tem to record acceleration, steering and braking. 

But the GT-R isn’t everyone’s ideal car. The 
suspension is decidedly firm, as you’ll notice on 
the average British B-road, and there is a certain 
amount of mechanical noise. 

This shouldn’t be all that surprising for a car 
which is built to go fast and to handle safely and 
reliably at higher speeds. 

Stiff suspension and sturdy mechanical bits 
and pieces are essential. But to the enthusiast 
they’re also part of the experience: you want to 
hear the right soundtrack rather than ‘Hits from 
the Shows’. 

It’s a constant reminder of what this car is, and 
why you chose it. 

Yes, it serves as a family transport but you 
know that under the sleek exterior there’s a lurk¬ 
ing beast just waiting to be released. 

The beast is a 3.8-litre V6 with twin turbocharg¬ 
ers, with four-wheel drive to help get the power 
down. 


As well as an extra 30PS or power, the 2012 car 
has more torque (4651bs/ft) yet it is more econom¬ 
ical with an official 24mpg average. 

The test car’s automatic transmission keep the 
GT-R on a tight rein for normal road use, but use 
the throttle ‘kickdown’ and the overtaking surge 
is instant and effective. 

With a flick of the wrist you can switch to man¬ 
ual, swapping cogs in milliseconds with the ped¬ 
als either side of the wheel. 

The steering is nicely weighted and, of course 
positive, but the power system gives you extra 
help at low speed to make light work of parking. 
The coupe styling doesn’t give the best view for 
this manoeuvre, but Nissan’s familiar rear view 
camera (with computerised lines predicting your 
path) removes any concerns. 

The GT-R comes with all the features of an exec¬ 
utive car such as climate control, electric windows 
and mirrors, cruise control and metallic paint. 
Leather seats too - the well-shaped sports variety 
for driver and front passenger, of course.

Lilywhites looking to

WELSHPOOL TOWN hope to shrug off 
their player shortage as they gear up 
for a crucial Spar Mid Wales League 
division one clash at basement side 
Dyffryn Banw on Saturday. 

An injury crisis resulted in Pool con¬ 
ceding last Saturday’s FAW Trophy tie 
at Llanfair United as they could not 
raise a side, but they’ve now been able 
to regroup and focus on this weekend’s 
clash. 

“We’ve got more than a whole team 
missing at the moment,” said boss 
Dave Jones. “We’ve not had much luck, 
it’s been one thing after another. 

“We were scraping around for 11 
players last week. We then lost Ross 
Harris, and in the end had no choice 
but to concede the game. 

“But we’re confident of having a 
team for Saturday, which is an impor¬ 
tant game for us as it’s one we really 
need to win. If we can win, we will be 


up to ninth, which is not too bad con¬ 
sidering the problems we’ve had. 

“However, Banw will also see it as an 
opportunity to get their first points of 
the season, so it’s a big game for both 
sides.” 

Welshpool’s last league outing saw a 
much-needed 4-1 win at Dolgellau two 
weeks ago, and Jones is confident the 
team he will put out on Saturday will 
be as good, if not a little stronger, than 
that day, barring any late disasters. 

The Lilywhites have been struggling 
for a goalkeeper this season, but 17- 
year-old Stewart Evans, who lives in 
Wrexham, has joined from the TNS 
academy. Jones, meanwhile, has put 
seven days’ notice of approach on a 
couple of players. 

Pool go into Saturday’s game in 12th 
position with two wins to their names, 
while Banw prop up the table without 
a point.
